Or estimating as the saloon 
keepers are said to do, that each gallon of 
beer contains 25 glasses of the sizs sold 
over bars, these figures again show that 
about every eighteen hours every man, 
woman and child in the country assuages 
its thirst with a draughs of the Teutonic 
beverage.
